conservation  and  distribution  of  fish  oil 

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for  the 
defense  of  the  United  States  will  result  in 
a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  fish  oil  for 
defense,  for  private  account  and  for  ex- 
port; and  the  following  order  is  deemed 
necessary  and  appropriate  in  the  public 
interest  and  to  promote  the  national 
defense: 

§  1460.16  Delivery,  use,  consumption, 
and  processing  of  fish  oil  restricted — (a) 
Definitions.  (1)  "Person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  association,  busi- 
ness trust,  corporation,  or  any  organ- 
ized group  of  persons,  whether  incorpo- 
rated or  not. 

(2)  "Fish  oil"  means  any  oil  produced 
by  the  reduction  of  the  whole  or  any 
part,  including  offal,  of  any  fish  of  the 
following  species,  commonly  known  as: 
California  Sardine,  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington Pilchard,  Menhaden,  Alaska  Her- 
ring, West  Coast  Mackerel,  Tuna,  and 
Salmon.  The  term  shall  include  any 
such  oil,  whether  crude,  or  refined  or 
otherwise  chemically  or  physically  proc- 
essed, and  the  by-products  of  such  proc- 
essing, except  pitch: Provided,  however, 
The  term  shall  not  include — 

(i)  Any  oil  produced  as  crude  oil  prior 
to  June  1,  1943,  without  regard  to  when 
it  may  be  refined  or  processed,  and 

(ii)  Any  oil  produced  as  crude  oil  on  or 
after  June  1,  1943,  and  which  is  refined 
or  otherwise  chemically  or  physically 
processed  prior  to  July  1,  1943,  or  the  by- 
products of  such  processing. 

(3)  "Quota  period"  means  the  twelve- 
month period  beginning  on  July  1,  of  any 
year  and  ending  on  June  30,  of  the  fol- 
lowing year.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
order,  the  first  quota  period  shall  begin 
on  July  1,  1943. 

(4)  "Calendar  quarter"  means  the  sev- 
eral three-month  periods  of  the  year  be- 
ginning on  January  1,  April  1,  July  1, 
and  October  1.  For  the  purpose  of  this 
order,  the  first  calendar  quarter  shall 
begin  on  July  1,  1943. 

(5)  "Processor"  means  a  person  who 
refines  or  otherwise  chemically  or  physi- 
cally processes  fish  oil. 

(6)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration, United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  or  any  employee  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture designated  by  such  Director. 


(b)  Restrictioiis  on  use  and  consump- 
tion. Except  as  provided  for  in  para- 
graphs (c)  and  (d)  of  this  order,  no  per- 
son shall  use  or  consume  fish  oil  in  the 
manufacture  of  any  product  other  than 
fish  oil  as  such,  unless  and  except  as 
specifically  authorized  by  the  Director. 

(c)  Exceptions.  Notwithstanding  the 
provision  of  paragraph  (b>  of  this  order, 
specific  authorization  by  the  Director 
shall  not  be  required  for: 

(1)  The  use  or  consumption  by  any 
person  in  each  of  the  following  classes 
of  use,  in  any  quota  period,  of  an  amount 
of  fish  oil,  other  than  Alaska  Herring  oil, 
equal  to  not  more  than  40  percent  of  the 
yearly  average  amount  of  fish  oil  used  or 
consumed  by  such  person  in  such  class  of 
use  during  the  calendar  years  of  1940 
and  1941— 

(1)  The  manufacture  of  shortening; 

(ii)  The  manufacture  of  water  soluble 
soap; 

(iii)  The  manufacture  of  paints,  var- 
nishes, lacquers  and  other  protective 
coating,  except  alkyd  resins; 

(iv )  The  manufacture  of  linoleum,  felt 
base  floor  covering  and  oil  cloth  used 
for  floor  covering; 

(v)  The  manufacture  of  printing  ink, 
including  lithographic,  offset,  silk  screen, 
and  other  processing  inks; 

(vi)  The  manufacture  of  oil  cloth  for 
all  purposes  other  than  floor  covering 
and  all  other  coated  fabrics.  A  quota 
established  hereunder  for  one  class  of 
use  may  not  be  transferred  to  another 
class  of  use. 

(2)  The  use  or  consumption  by  any 
person  of  fish  oil,  other  than  Alaska  her- 
ring oil,  ir  the  following  classes  of  use — 

(i)  The  manufacture  of  vitamin  feed- 
ing oil  to  be  used  for  poultry  feeding,  if 
such  oil  is  fortified  to  contain  a  guaran- 
teed minimum  potency  of  400  A.  O.  A.  C. 
Units  of  Vitamin  D  per  gram; 

(ii)  The  manufacture  of  medicinals  or 
pharmaceuticals  for  human  or  animal 
consumption; 

(iii)  The  manufacture  of  lubricating 
oils  and  greases  including  metal  working 
compounds,  other  than  core  oils; 

(iv)  For  the  processing  of  leather,  ex- 
clusive of  imitation  leather; 

(v)  For  terne  plating  and  galvaniz- 
ing; 

(vi)  The  manufacture  of  alkyd  resins; 

(vii)  The  manufacture  of  core  oils  for 
aluminum  and  magnesium  castings 
where  fish  oil  is  not  used  in  excess  of  40 
percent  by  weight  of  the  fatty  oil  content 


(excluding  rosin,  resins,  or  gums)  of  the 
finished  core  oil,  but  in  no  case  shall  the 
finished  core  oil  contain  fish  oil  in  excess 
of  20  percent  by  weight. 

(3)  The  use  or  consumption  by  any 
person  of  salmon  oil  in  the  packing  of 
salmon,  and 

(4)  The  use  or  consumption  by  any 
person  of  Alaska  herring  oil  in  the  proc- 
essing of  leather  or  the  manufacture  of 
cutting  oils. 

(d)  Exceptions  in  favor  of  small  users. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of 
this  order,  any  person,  who,  in  any  quota 
period,  uses  or  consumes  not  more  than 
4,000  pounds  of  fish  oil  in  the  aggregate 
for  all  purposes,  may  use  or  consume 
1,000  pounds  or  less  of  fish  oil  in  each 
calendar  quarter  in  such  quota  period, 
for  any  purpose,  without  obtaining  spe- 
cific authorization  from  the  Director. 

(e)  Restrictions  on  deliveries.  (1)  No 
person,  who,  in  any  quota  period,  uses 
or  consumes  not  more  than  4,000  pounds 
of  fish  oil  in  the  aggregate  for  all  pur- 
poses, shall  accept  delivery  of  more  than 
1,000  pounds  of  fish  oil  in  each  calendar 
quarter  of  such  quota  period,  unless  spe- 
cifically authorized  by  the  Director. 

(2)  No  person,  who,  in  any  quota 
period,  uses  or  consumes  more  than  4,000 
pounds  of  fish  oil  in  the  aggregate  for 
all  purposes,  shall  accept  delivery  of  fish 
oil,  during  such  quota  period,  for  use  or 
consumption  in  any  class  of  use  set  forth 
in  paragraph  <c)  (1)  of  this  order,  in 
excess  of  the  amount  he  is  permitted  to 
use  or  consume  in  such  class  of  use  in 
such  quota  period,  under  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  (c)  (1)  of  this  order, 
unless  specifically  authorized  by  the 
Director. 

(3)  Every  person  restricted  by  the  pro- 
visions of  paragraphs  (e)  (1)  or  (e)  (2) 
of  this  order,  prior  to  the  acceptance  of 
delivery  of  any  fish  oil,  shall  deliver  to 
his  supplier  a  certificate  properly  filled 
out  and  manually  signed  by  an  author- 
ized official  in  substantially  the  following 
form:

the  delivery  to  him  on  or  before  day  of

is  furnished,  will  not.  taken  with  all  other  fish 
oil  delivered  or  to  be  delivered  to  him  on  or 
before  said  date,  exceed  the  amount  of  fish 
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oil  which  he  may  accept  delivery  of  prior  to 
said  date,  under  the  terms  of  said  order.

The  receipt  of  such  certificate  shall  not 
authorize  the  delivery  of  fish  oil  by  a  sup- 
plier where  he  knows  or  has  reason  to 
believe  the  same  to  be  false,  but  in  the 
absence  of  such  knowledge  or  belief,  he 
may  rely  on  the  certificate. 

(f )  Restrictions  on  processing.  Unless 
specifically  authorized  by  the  Director, 
no  processor  shall  process  fish  oil  except 
in  the  manner  or  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  below: 

(1)  With  respect  to  Alaska  Herring  oil, 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  render  it  suitable 
for  use  or  consumption  in  a  class  of  use 
set  forth  in  paragraph  (c)  (4)  hereof,  or 

(2)  With  respect  to  salmon  oil,  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  render  it  suitable  for  use 
or  consumption  in  a  class  of  use  set  forth 
in  paragraph  (c)  (3)  hereof,  or 

(3)  With  respect  to  fish  oil,  other  than 
Alaska  Herring  oil,  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  render  it  suitable  for  use  or  consump- 
tion in  a  class  of  use  set  forth  in  para- 
graph (c)  (1)  and  (2)  hereof ,  or 

(4)  To  fill  an  order  from  a  person  au- 
thorized to  use,  consume,  and  accept 
delivery  of  fish  oil  so  processed,  under 
the  terms  of  paragraphs  <d)  and  (e> 
hereof. 

(g)  Applications  for  authorizations. 
Any  person  who  is  required  by  the  terms 
of  this  order  to  obtain  an  authorization 
for  the  use  or  consumption  of  fish  oil 
shall  apply  for  such  authorization  to  the 
Director  on  Forms  FDA  477,  and  478.  or 
such  other  form  or  forms  as  the  Director 
may  prescribe. 

(h)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of 
this  order  shall  be  observed  without  re- 


gard to  contracts  heretofore  or  hereafter 
entered  into,  or  any  rights  accrued,  or 
payments  made  thereunder. 

<i>  FDO  42.  This  order  shall  not  be 
construed  as  superseding  any  part  of 
Food  Distribution  Order  42. 

'  j )  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks 
of  fish  oil  of  any  person,  and  to  make 
such  investigations,  as  may  be  necessary 
or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to  the 
enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(k)  Records  and  reports.  The  Direc- 
tor shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such  in- 
formation from,  and  require  such  reports 
and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by,  any 
person,  ar.  may  be  necessary  or  appro- 
priate, in  his  discretion,  to  the  enforce- 
ment or  fdministration  of  the  provisions 
of  this  order. 

(1)  Bureau  of  the  Budget  approval. 
The  reporting  requirements  of  this  or- 
der have  been  approved  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with  the 
Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942.  Subsequent 
specific  record-keeping  or  reporting  re- 
quirements by  the  Director  will  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  pursuant  to  the  Federal  Re- 
ports Act  of  1942. 

(m)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  apply  in 
writing  for  relief  to  the  Director,  setting 
forth  in  such  petition  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  which  action 
shall  be  final. 

(n)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Admin- 
istrator may,  by  suspension  order,  pro- 


hibit any  person  who  violates  any  provi- 
sion of  this  order  from  receiving,  making 
any  deliveries  of.  or  using  fish  oil,  or  any 
other  material  subject  to  priority  or 
allocation  control  by  the  War  Food  Ad-  ] 
ministrator.  and  may  recommend  that 
any  sucb  person  be  prohibited  from  re- 
ceiving, making  any  deliveries  of,  or  I 
using  materials  subject  to  the  priority  or 
allocation  control  of  other  governmental  | 
agencies.    In  addition,  any  person  who  f 
wilfully  violates  any  provision  of  this  I-. 
order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be  [ 
prosecuted  under  any  and  all  applicable  r 
laws.    Further,  civil  action  may  be  in-  ; 
stituted  to  enforce  any  liability  or  duty 
created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of, 
any  provision  of  this  order. 

<o>  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  be  addressed  to 
the  War  Food  Administrator,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture.  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  Ref.  FD-60. 

(p>  Territorial  extent.  Thio  order 
shall  apply  only  to  the  forty-eight  States 
of  the  United  State-,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  the  Territory  of  Alaska. 

<q)  Exception  with  respect  to  fish  liver 
oil.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this  order 
shall  apply  to  oil  produced  solely  from 
the  livers  of  fish  of  any  species  named  in 
paragraph  <a'  i2>  hereof. 

(r>  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t.. 
July  1.  1943.

Press  Release  Immediate: 
July  1.  1943. 

Fish  oil  pressed  from  the  1943  catch 
will  be  available  after  July  1,  to  many 
industries  which  have  been  unable  to 
obtain  supplies  because  of  the  scarcity 
of  the  product,  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration said  today. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  pro- 
duction outlook,  WFA  officials  stated, 
but  a  program  to  conserve  and  distribute 
the  limited  supply  will  make  it  possible 
for  all  manufacturers  of  essential  prod- 
ucts to  get  a  portion  of  the  output. 

The  new  program  is  set  up  under  Food 
Distribution  Order  No.  60,  which  is  ef- 
fective July  1,  1943.  It  applies  only  to 
the  1943  catch  and  covers  oils  pressed 
from  California  sardine;  Oregon  and 
Washington  pilchard;  menhaden ; 
Alaska  herring;  West  Coast  mackerel; 
tuna  and  salmon.  Fish  liver  oils  are  not 
covered. 


Unrestricted  use  of  1.000  pounds  of 
oil  a  quarter  Dy*any  industry  is  per- 
mitted, provided  the  total  use  in  a  quota 
period  does  not  exceed  4.000  pounds. 

Also  unrestricted  are  the  amounts  of 
oil  used  by  industries  manufacturing  the 
following  products:  vitamin  feeding  oil 
for  poultry,  if  such  oil  is  fortified  up  to 
a  guaranteed  minimum  potency  of  400 
AOAC  units  of  Vitamin  D  per  gram:  me- 
dicinals  or  pharmaceuticals  for  human 
or  animal  consumption:  lubricating  oils 
and  greases,  including  metal  working 
compounds  other  than  core  oils:  leather 
processing,  exclusive  of  imitation 
leather;  terne  plating  and  galvanizing; 
alkyd  resins;  and  core  oil  for  aluminum 
and  magnesium  castings  where  fish  oil 
is  not  used  in  excess,  of  40  per  cent  by 
weight  of  the  fatty  oil  content  of  the 
finished  product. 

Manufacturers  of  the  following  may 
use  40  per  cent  of  the  average  amount 
they  used  during  the  calendar  years 


1940  and  1941:  Shortening,  water  soluble 
soap,  paints,  varnishes,  lacquers  and 
other  protective  coatings  (except  alkyd 
resins" ;  lineoleum,  felt  base  floor  cover- 
ing and  oil  cloth  used  for  floor  covering; 
printing  inks:  oil  cloth  for  all  purposes 
other  than  floor  coverings;  and  all  other 
coated  fabrics. 

The  order  makes  provision  for  manu- 
facturers of  other  products — if  the  prod- 
ucts are  of  sufficient  importance  and  if 
the  oil  is  available.  Such  manufacturers 
seeking  fish  oils  or  their  byproducts  must 
submit  to  the  Fats  and  Oils  Branch. 
Food  Distribution  Administration.  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  one  copy  of  Form  FDA-477 
for  each  supplier  and  3  copies  of  Form 
FDA-478. 

All  manufacturers  seeking  oils  under 
the  order  must  certify  to  suppliers  ton 
a  form  to  be  provided"  that  they  are 
familiar  with  the  terms  of  the  order  and 
will  not  use  the  oil  contrary  to  its  pro- 
I  visions.

FISH  OIL 

Food  Distribution  Order  60  (8  F.  R. 
9105)  issued  by  the  Acting  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator on  June  30,  1943,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1460.16  Delivery,  use,  consumption, 
and  processing  of  fish  oil  restricted — (a) 
Definitions.  (1)  "Fish  oil"  means  oil, 
other  than  oil  produced  solely  from  the 
livers  of  fish  or  marine  animals,  pro- 
duced by  the  reduction  of  the  whole  or 
any  part,  including  offal,  of  any  fish  or 
marine  animal  of  the  following  species, 
commonly  known  as:  California  Sardine 
or  Pacific  Coast  Pilchard  (Sardina  cae- 
rulea),  Menhaden  (Brevoortia  tyran- 
nus),  Alaska  Herring  (Clupea  pallasii). 
West  Coast  Mackerel  (Scomber  diego), 
Tuna  and  tuna-like  fish,  Salmon  (Genus: 
Oncorhynchus) ,  Rosefish  (Sebastes  ma- 
rinus) ,  and  Alaska  Seal.  The  term  shall 
include  all  such  oil,  whether  crude,  re- 
fined, pressed,  sulphonated  or  otherwise 
processed;  all  the  by-products  and  de- 
rivatives of  such  oil,  other  than  pitch, 
including  foots,  stearine,  and  fatty  acids; 
and  the  "fish  oil"  content  of  any  other 
product. 

(2)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
parnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(3)  "Manufacturer"  means  any  person 
who  uses  fish  oil  in  the  manufacture  of 
any  "finished  product"  and  shall  include 
all  other  persons  directly  controlling  or 
controlled  by  such  person  and  all  persons 
under  direct  or  indirect  common  control 
with  such  person.  The  term  shall  not 
include  any  renderer,  refiner,  or  other 
processor  except  as  and  to  the  extent  that 
his  operations  result  in  the  production 
of  a  "finished  product." 

(4)  "Finished  product"  means  any 
product  produced  by  a  person  for  sale 
as  his  finished  product  and  carried  on 
his  books  as  a  finished  product;  or  any 
product  listed  under  Schedules  A  or  B 
hereof,  produced  by  a  person  for  his  own 
use  or  consumption  except  an  interme- 
diate product  used  by  him  in  the  manu- 
facture of  another  product  listed  under 
Schedules  A  or  B.  However,  the  term 
shall  not  include  any  fish  oil  product  in- 
tended for  sale  to  another  manufacturer 
for  further  processing  in  the  manufac- 
ture of,  or  for  inclusion  in,  any  product 
listed  under  Schedules  A  or  B  hereof. 


(5)  "Quota  period"  means  the  twelve- 
month period  beginning  on  October  1,  of 
any  year  and  ending  on  September  30,  of 
the  following  year.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  order,  the  first  quota  period  shall  be- 
gin on  October  1,  1943. 

(6)  "Calendar  quarter"  means  the  sev- 
eral three-month  periods  of  the  year  be- 
ginning on  January  1,  April  1,  July  1,  and 
October  1.  For  the  purpose  of  this  order, 
the  first  calendar  quarter  shall  begin  on 
October  1,  1943. 

(7)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  use  and  consump- 
tion. Except  as  provided  for  in  para- 
graph (c)  of  this  order,  no  manufac- 
turer shall  use  or  consume  fish  oil,  un- 
less and  except  as  specifically  author- 
ized by  the  Director.  Applications  for 
such  authorizations  shall  be  made  on 
Form  FDA-478,  or  such  other  form  or 
forms  a   the  Director  may  prescribe.' 

(c)  Exceptions.  Notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (b>  hereof,  spe- 
cific authorization  by  the  Director  shall 
not  be  required  for: 

(1)  The  use  or  consumption  by  any 
manufacturer  in  any  quota  period  of  fish 
oil,  other  than  Alaska  Herring  Oil  or 
Alaska  Seal  Oil,  in  any  class  of  use  listed 
in  Schedule  A  below,  in  a  quantity  not 
in  excess  of  a  quota  equal  to  the  per- 
centage specified  in  such  Schedule  A  of 
the  fish  oil,  other  than  Alaska  Herring 
Oil  or  Alaska  Seal  Oil,  used  by  such  man- 
ufacturer in  such  class  of  use  during  the 
calendar  year  of  1942.

A  quota  established  hereunder  for  one 
class  of  use  may  not  be  transferred  to 
another  class  of  use. 

(2)  The  use  or  consumption  by  any 
manufacturer  in  any  calendar  quarter 
of  fish  oil,  other  than  Alaska  Herring  Oil 
or  Alaska  Seal  Oil,  in  any  class  of  use 
listed  in  Schedule  B  below,  in  a  quantity 
not  in  excess  of  a  quota  equal  to  the  per- 
centage specified  in  such  Schedule  B 
of  the  fish  oil,  other  than  Alaska  Herring 


Oil  or  Alaska  Seal  Oil,  used  by  such 
manufacturer  in  such  class  of  use  during 
the  corresponding  calendar  quarter  of 
1942:  Provided,  however,  That  with 
respect  to  the  calendar  quarter  begin- 
ning on  October  1,  1943,  any  manu- 
facturer may,  without  specific  authori- 
zation from  the  Director,  use  or  consume, 
in  the  period  beginning  on  November  1, 
1943  and  ending  on  December  31,  1943, 
in  each  class  of  use  listed  in  Schedule 
B  below,  a  quantity  of  fish  oil,  other  than

(7)  The  use  or  consumption  of  fish  oil, 
other  than  Alaska  Seal  Oil,  in  any  cal-

does  not  use  or  consume  in  excess  of  1000 
pounds  of  fish  oil  during  such  calendar 
quarter. 

(d)  Restrictions  on  processing.  Un-

Unless  and 
except  as  specifically  authorized  by  the 
Director,  no  person  shall  deliver  crude 
fish  oil  or  crude  fish  oil  to  which  vita- 
mins may  have  been  added,  if  such  oil 
does  not  contain  400  A.  O.  A.  C.  units  of 
Vitamin  D  per  gram,  to  any  person  other 
than  a  manufacturer  or  a  person  who 
processes  such  oil  for  sale  to  a  manu- 
facturer. 

(f)  FDO  42.  The  restrictions  of  this 
order  shall  be  construed  as  being  supple- 
mental to  the  restrictions  of  Food  Dis- 
tribution Order  42,  as  amended. 

(g)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  Any 
manufacturer  who  in  any  calendar  quar- 
ter uses  or  consumes  more  than  6,000 
pounds  of  fish  oil  in  the  aggregate  shall 
report  his  consumption  of  fats  and  oils, 
including  fish  oil,  as  follows: 

(i)  On  or  before  the  15th  day  of  each 
month,  he  shall  file  Bureau  of  the  Census 
Form  BM-1,  or  such  other  form  or  forms 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Director, 
with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washing- 
ton 25,  D.  C,  showing  his  use  and  con- 
sumption of  fats  and  oils  during  the  pre- 
ceding month;  and 

(ii)  On  or  before  the  15th  day  of  the 
second  month  of  the  succeeding  quarter, 
he  shall  file  Bureau  of  the  Census  Form 
BM-2,  or  such  other  form  or  forms  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Director,  with 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington 
25,  D.  C,  showing  his  consumption  of 
fats  and  oils  during  the  preceding 
quarter. 


(2)  The  Director  shall  be  entitled  to 
obtain  such  information  from,  and  re- 
quire such  reports  and  keeping  of  such 
records  by,  any  person,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  tc 
the  enforcement  or  administration  ol 
the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(3)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may 
designate),  maintain  an  accurate  record 
of  his  transactions  in  fish  oil. 

(4)  The  record-keeping  and  reporting 
requirements  of  this  order  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in 
accordance  with  the  Federal  Reports  Act 
of  1942.  Subsequent  record-keeping  or 
reporting  requirements  will  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget

(h)  Audits  and  inspections.  The 
Director  shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises,  or  stocks 
of  fish  oil  of  any  person,  and  to  make 
such  investigations,  as  may  be  necessary 
cr  appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to  the 
enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(i)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  un- 
reasonable hardship  on  him,  may  file  a 
petition  for  relief  in  writing  with  the 
Director,  addressed  as  follows:  Director 
of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration, Washington  25,  D.  C,  Ref.  FDO 
60.  Such  petition  shall  set  forth  all 
pertinent  facts  and  the  nature  of  the 
relief  sought.  The  Administrator  of  this 
order  shall  then  act  upon  the  petition. 
In  the  event  that  the  petitioner  is  dis- 
sa  .sfied  with  the  action  taken  by  the 
Administrator  of  this  order,  he  may  re- 
quest a  review  of  such  action  by  the 
Director  whose  decision  with  respect  to 
the  relief  sought  shall  be  final. 

(j)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
p-ohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  fish 
oil,  or  any  other  material  subject  to 


priority  or  allocation  control  by  the  War 
Food  Administrator,  and  may  recom- 
mend that  any  such  persons  be  pro- 
hibited from  receiving,  making  any  deliv- 
eries of,  or  using  materials  subject  to  the 
priority  or  allocation  control  of  other 
governmental  agencies.  In  addition,  any 
person  who  wilfullj  violates  any  provi- 
sion of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and 
may  be  prosecuted  under  any  and  all  ap- 
plicable laws.

All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  or  otherwise  pro- 
vided herein,  be  addressed  to  the  Director 
of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Admin- 
istration, Washington  25,  D.  C,  Ref.

The  War  Food  Administration  has  pre- 
scribed new  quotas  and  quota  periods  for 
the  use  of  fish  oils,  and  has  made  several 
changes  in  the  fish  oils  limitation  order 
•  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  60)  to  per- 
mit a  better  direction  of  this  raw  material 
to  essential  uses.  The  action  was  taken 
by  amendment  to  FDO  60,  which  became 
effective  today  (November  1). 

The  amended  order,  which  now  in- 
cludes Alaska  seal  and  rosefish  oils,  per- 
mits the  unlimited  use  of  fish  oils  (or 
their  derivatives)  in  alkyd  resins,  metal- 
lic soaps  and  rubber  compounding,  and 
permits  the  unlimited  use  of  Alaska  her- 
ring and  Alaska  seal  oils  in  the  manufac- 


ture of  natural  leather.  There  also  is 
no  restriction  in  the  use  of  fish  oils  (ex- 
cept Alaska  seal>  in  the  manufacture  of 
lubricants  and  metal  working  com- 
pounds, other  than  core  oil.  Their  use  in 
the  manufacture  of  core  oils,  printing 
inks,  and  for  all  purposes  not  included  in  j 
the  amended  order,  must  be  specifically  \ 
authorized  by  the  Director  of  Food  Dis- 
tribution. 

Other  users  of  fish  oil  have  been  as- 
signed quotas  as  follows: 

(1)  Packers  of  canned  salmon — 100 
percent  of  quantity  used  in  1942. 

(2)  Manufacturers  of  vitamin  feeding 
oils,  medicinals  or  pharmaceuticals,  nat- 
ural leather,  terne  plating,  galvanizing, 
hot  dip  tinning,  caulking  compounds  and 


putties — 100  percent  of  the  quantity  used 
in  the  corresponding  calendar  quarter 
of  1942. 

(3>  Manufacturers  of  shortening,  wa- 
ter soluble  soap,  linoleum,  felt  base  floor 
covering,  oil  cloth  and  coated  fabrics — 
60  percent  of  the  quantity  used  in  1942. 
Alaska  herring  and  Alaska  seal  oils  are 
not  permitted  for  these  purposes,  how- 
ever. 

i4>  Manufacturers  of  paints,  var- 
nishes, lacquers,  and  other  protective 
coatings — 60  percent  of  the  quantity 
used  in  the  corresponding  calendar  quar- 
ter of  1942. 

The  original  order  permitted  the  un- 
limited use  of  fish  oils  in  canned  salmon 
and  most  of  the  products  in  group  (2>. 
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Their  use  in  the  products  of  groups  (3) 
and  (4)  was  limited  to  40  percent  of  the 
average  quantity  used  in  1940  and  1941. 

The  term  "fish  oil"  has  been  defined 
in  the  amended  order  as  all  such  oil 
whether  crude,  refined,  pressed,  sulpho- 
nated,  or  otherwise  processed,  and  all  its 
by-products  and  derivatives  (except 
pitch),  including  foots,  stearine,  and 
fatty  acids;  and  the  "fish  oil"  content 
of  any  other  product. 

The  amended  order  permits  manufac- 
turers who  use  not  more  than  1,000 
pounds  of  fish  oil  per  quarter  to  operate 
without  restriction,  but  this  exception 
does  not  apply  to  the  use  of  these  oils 
by  a  feed  manufacturer,  or  to  the  use  of 
Alaska  seal  oil  for  any  purpose  other 
than  in  natural  leather. 


I  A  provision  of  the  original  order 
I  which  exempted  all  fish  oils  produced 
prior  to  June  1,  or  processed  prior  to 
July  1,  has  been  eliminated  from  the 
amended  order.  The  order,  therefore, 
covers  all  stocks  on  hand,  regardless  of 
when  produced. 

Manufacturers  desiring  to  use  fish  oils 
for  purposes  not  covered  by  the  order,  or 
quantities  in  excess  of  quotas,  may  apply 
for  allocation  cn  F~rm  FDA-478  to  the 
Pats  and  Oils  Branch,  Pood  Distribution 
Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C, 
Ref.  FDO-60. 

Manufacturers  using  6,000  pounds  (or 
more)  of  fish  oil  per  quarter  are  required 
by  the  .amended  order  to  report  this  use 
to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington 
25,  D.  C,  on  Census  Forms  BM-1  and 


BM-2.  If  a  manufacturer  has  been  re- 
porting his  use  to  the  Census  under 
PDO-42,  the  general  order  on  fats  and 
oils,  he  should  continue  to  do  so.  If  he 
has  not  heretofore  reported,  but  is 
now  subject  to  provisions  of  FDO-60 
amended,  he  should  report  his  usage  (of 
6,000  pounds  or  more)  to  the  Bureau  of 
Census  on  the  Census  forms.  Census 
Forms  BM-1  and  BM-2  are  the  same 
forms  used  in  reporting  on  all  fats  and 
oils  under  FDO-42. 

No  provision  has  been  made  in  the 
amended  order  for  the  exempt  use  of 
oil  in  products  delivered  to  the  Armed 
Services,  as  FDO-59  creates  a  reserve 
from  which  oil  for  these  purposes  is  allo- 
cated when  necessary.

and  tuna-like  fish,  salmon  (Genus: 
Oncorhynchus) ,  rose  fish  (Sebastes 
marinus) ,  and  seal.  The  term  shall  in- 
clude all  such  oil,  whether  crude,  re- 
fined, pressed,  sulphonated  or  otherwise 
processed;  and  all  the  by-products  and 
derivatives  of  such  oil,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  foots,  stearine,  and  fatty 
acids,  but  excluding  pitch. 

(2)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(3)  "Quota  period"  means  the  twelve- 
month period  beginning  on  October  1, 
of  any  year  and  ending  on  September 
30,  of  the  following  year.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  order,  the  first  quota  pe- 
riod shall  begin  on  October  1,  1943. 

(4)  "Calendar  quarter"  means  the 
several  three-month  periods  of  the  year 
beginning  on  January  1,  April  1,  July  1, 
and  October  1.  With  respect  to  the  re- 
strictions of  this  order,  the  first  calendar 
quarter  shall  begin  on  October  1,  1943. 

(5)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  use  and  consump- 
tion. Except  as  provided  for  in  para- 
graph (c)  hereof,  no  person  shall,  in  any 
manner,  use  or  consume  fish  oil  (other 
than  in  the  production  of  fish  oil  as  de- 
fined in  paragraph  (a)  (1)  hereof),  or 
use  or  consume  a  product  containing  fish 
oil  in  a  class  of  use  listed  in  Schedules 
A  or  B  of  paragraph  (c)  hereof,  unless 
and  except  as  specifically  authorized  by 
the  Director. 

(c)  Exceptions.  Notwithstanding  the

or  any  other  material  subject  to  priority 
or  allocation  control  by  the  War  Food 
Administrator,  and  may  recommend  that 
any  such  persons  be  prohibited  from  re- 
ceiving, making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using 
materials  subject  to  the  priority  or  al- 
location control  of  other  governmental 
agencies.  In  addition,  any  person  who 
wilfully  violates  any  provision  of  this 
order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be 
prosecuted  under  any  and  all  applicable 
laws.  Further,  civil  action  may  be  in- 
stituted to  enforce  any  liability  or  duty 
created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of, 
any  provision  of  this  order. 

(k)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  or  otherwise  pro- 
vided herein,  be  addressed  to  the  Director 
of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Admin- 
istration, Washington  25,  D.  C.  Ref.  FDO 
60. 

(1)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Adrninistrator, 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  any  or  all  of 
the  authority  vested  in  him  by  this  order 
to  any  employee  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

(m)  Territorial  extent.  This  order 
shall  apply  only  in  the  forty-eight  States 
of  the  United  States,  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, and  the  Territory  of  Alaska. 

(n)  Effective  date.  This  amendment 
shall  become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m., 
e.  w.  t..  on  March  2, 1944.  However,  with 
respect  to  violations  of  Food  Distribution 
Order  60,  as  amended,  or  rights  accrued, 
or  liabilities  incurred  thereunder,  prior 
to  said  date,  said  Food  Distribution  Order 
50.  as  amended,  shall  be  deemed  in  full 
force  and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  sus- 
taining any  proper  suit,  action,  or  other 
proceeding  with  respect  to  any  such  vio- 
lation, right,  or  liability.

The  War  Pood  Administration  has 
freed  fish  oil  for  use  in  the  canning  of 
salmon,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  vita- 
min feeding  oil  for  poultry  provided  it 
is  fortified  to  400  units  of  vitamin  D  per 
gram. 

The  use  of  fish  oil  for  these  purposes 
has  been  limited  since  November  1  1943 
to  100  percent  of  the  quantity  used  in 

An  amendment  to  the  fish  oil  order 
(Food  Distribution  Order  No.  60)  effec- 
tive March  2,  1944,  also  makes  these 
changes: 


1.  It  broadens  the  limitation  on  Alaska 
seal  oil  to  include  all  seal  oil. 

2.  It  restricts  the  use  of  fish  oil  in  the 
manufacture  of  metallic  soaps  to  water 
insoluble  metallic  soaps.
